WASHINGTON (AP)—Switch 
the picture around — with Hie 
United States in Red China's 
nlace—«.nd it isn t hard to un­ 
derstand why Secretary of De­ 
fense Robert S. McNamara just 
vetumea from Viet Nam with a 
gloomy forcast. 
Ile said the war against com­ 
munism there is going to be 
' ‘a Ion?., hard war." 
Far It ss easy to understand 
is why this same McNamara 
could make other trips to Viet 
Aam—five in two years — and 
come back with sunnier state­ 
ments. 
He sounded in the past as if 
he didn’t understand the prob­ 
lem. as if he considered the Vi­ 
etnamese war just 
a fight in 
.md for one country instead of 
being a fight for all Asia, one 
which may continue for years 
or a generation. 
Look at this picture first: 
The Red Chinese by their own 
words are dedicated to impos­ 
ing 
communism 
everywhere. 
One of the reasons they gave 
for their split with Russia is 
that the Soviets were not ag­ 
gressive enough 
in 
spreading 
communism. 
So it can be 
assumed they 
will insist as a minimum upon 
seeking 
a 
totally 
Communist 
Asia. If they have not sought to 
achieve this yet by direct mili­ 
tary actions, that is understand­ 
able. They’re not ready yet. 
They are still in the building 
up stage, economically, indus­ 
trially and militarily. They sim 


ply do not have the weapons— 
particularly nuclear ones — to 
natch the West. Given time, 
they can hope to achieve that. 
Meanwhile, they can be ex­ 
pected to use methods short of 
direct war with the West to 
communize Asia, even though 
it takes years, through subver­ 
sion or aid to Communist guer­ 
rillas 
inside 
neighboring non- 
Red countries. 
This thinking is not exclusive 
with the Chinese. After World 
'Var II the Russians, who had 
been attacked by Germany in 
‘wo world wars, w'ere not con­ 
tent to have their frontiers up 
against non - communist coun­ 
tries. 
They 
reduced their 
nearest 
neighbors 
to 
satellites. 
This 
served 
a 
double 
purpose. 
It 
spread communism and, in case 
of a future war with the West, 
those satellites would be handy 
buffers to blunt the initial at­ 
tacks. 
The Red Chinese can be ex­ 
pected to do no less. So, all the 
smaller Asian countries—partic­ 
ularly Viet Nam. which borders 
on China—are logical targets 
tor communism through subver­ 
sion, civil war, or Red Chinese 
pressure. 
If Viet Nam tumbles, the oth­ 
er small nations in southeastern 
Asia would be persuaded just 
that much more to line up with 
China, not with the West. So it 
is to China’s interest to see the 
Vietnamese war continued, no

China s aid and encouragement. 
lf the United States were in 
Red China’s position, it proba­ 
bly would never cease trying to 
bring about such a result, as 
can be seen by reversing the 
picture and taking Cuba 
and 
Mexico as examples. 
Communist Cuba, 90 miles off 
the American shore, is no direct 
threat to this country now al­ 
though it was for the brief time 
in which Russian missiles were 
based there. Perhaps in time 
something like that will happen 
again. 
It goes 
without 
saying this 
country will never cease trying 
to rid Cuba of communism, as 
it is trying for the time being 
by economic boycott after back­ 
ing an invasion that failed. 
Extend the picture to Mexico, 
which now has 
a democratic 
government. 
Suppose 
Russia 
alone had nuclear weapons and 
the United States were in Chi­ 
na’s present position of not hav­ 
ing them. 
And suppose Communists 
in 
Mexico were trying to crush 
the democratic government of 
Mexico with the help of Russian 
men and resources.

But it would never cease try ­ 
ing to encourage and supply the 
democratic forces fighting the 
Mexican Communists, no m at­ 
ter how long it took.

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NKW YORK (AP) - The out- 
flow of American dollars is due 
to pick up 
again. 
It barely 
topped 
the 
return flow from 
abroad in the first three months 
of the vear. This was the best 
showing since the third quarter 
of 1957 when the Suez Canal cri­ 
sis gave U.S. exports a big tem ­ 
porary boost. 
In April the unfavorable gap 
between incoming dollars and 
outgoing ones widened again. 
The prospects are for an in­ 
creasing spread to keep the de­ 
ficit in U.S. international financ­ 
es an irksome problem. 
The reasons: 
— The 
farm 
exports 
that 
helped trim the balance of pay­ 
ments deficit in early 1964 are 
likely ft slow down. The barri­ 
ers that other nations impose 
against American farm products 


are as likely to be raised as 
lowered, judging by rumblings 
I rom 
the 
European 
Common 
Market. 
—Tag tourist season is start­ 
ing. Prosperous American citi­ 
zens are expected to spend rec­ 
ord sums abroad this summer. 
— As 
industrial 
production 
picks up here, and as Ameri­ 
cans spend more for consumer 
goods, both domestic and for­ 
eign, imports seem sure to in­ 
crease. 
While 
U.S. 
exports 
doubtless will continue to top 
imports by a good margin, the 
gap will narrow. 
—Outflow of U.S. investment 
funds picked up again in April. 
They had poured back into the 
United States in March, possibly 
so that corporations could meet 
Income 
tax 
payments 
due 
March 15. It was this inflow of

earnings on foreign investments 
that got much of the credit for 
cutting the seasonally adjusted 
deficit in the balance of pay­ 
ments to $136 million in the first 
quarter of 1964.

Even before the bleeding is 
controlled or the pain subsides, 
intricate and complex healing 
processes are activated. 
After a flesh wound, the first 
stage of healing is characterized 
by redness and swelling, with a 
deposit of a fine blood clot at 
the site of the injury. 
The redness 
indicates 
that 
o x y g e n , nutrients, antibodies 
and fighting blood cells have 
concentrated 
their 
defenses 
where they are needed most. A 
specialized white blood c e l l 
is also rushed to the scene to 
build up barriers 
against 
in­ 
fection. 
The next stage shows a dry­ 
ing of the scab, and receding of 
the swelling. "Proud flesh.” or 
granulation tissue, 
begins 
to 
form and the tiny cells of the 
akin 
regenerate and fuse to 
close the wound. The scab acts 
as a protective covering while 
all this unseen activity is going 
on beneath. 
Of course, this rapid healing 
process can be hindered if in­ 
fection sets in. Almost always 
a break in the skin admits some 
kind of bacteria with a poten 
tial for causing infection. 
That 
is 
why 
immediate 
cleansing of a wound is most im­ 
portant, even if it appears to 
be trivial. For 
when a wound 
is contaminated, the 
time 
it 
takes to heal is increased and 
if there 
is a scar, 
it will 
be 
more noticeable. 
Simple cuts and open bruises 
should be gently cleaned with 
soap and water. After rinsing 
off the soap with clear water, 
a mild antiseptic may be used, 
but do not use iodine. Foreign 
substances such as paint or rust 
should be removed, of course. 
The wound should then be cov­ 
ered with a clean gauze band­ 
age. 
Thick ointments should 
be 
avoided unless specifically rec­ 
ommended by a physician. If 
antibiotic lotions and ointments 
a r e 
discriminately 
applied. 
there can be further interfer­ 
ence with the delicate healing 
mechanism. 
“ Scraped” knees should 
be 
washed but not bandaged. The 
wound 
seems 
to 
heal 
more 
quickly this way. 
Generally, the most effective 
way of stopping bleeding is to 
apply pressure at the site of the 
wound. If a clean gauze pad 
is available, place 
it on 
the 
wound and press firmly, with­ 
out easing the pressure, for at 
least three minutes. 


Any severe cut or injury, or 
profuse bleeding should be seen 
by a doctor. 
But no wound is 
so 
trivial 
that it can be casually neglect­ 
ed. Even small wounds can be­ 
come infected and can be an 
unnecessary source of incapaci­ 
tation. 
Simple, intelligent care helps 
nature perform the m arvel of 
healing. 


The tremendous

Republican” 
candidate for President. Aside 
from its implicit criticism of 
New York’s 
Senator 
Javits, 
the speech was obviously aim ­ 
ed not at the local Manhattan 
audience but at Oregon 
and 
California, 
where 
Rockefeller, 
Kuchel and others had been 
busy cutting Goldwater into lit­ 
tle pieces. The crowd, 
as it 
show when it 
booed 
Goldwa- 
ter’s gracious words for the li­ 
beral” 
Republican S e n a t o r 
Kenneth Keating, 
was not at 
all sympathetic toward the Ari­ 
zonan’s plea for party regular­ 
ity no m atter what the philo­ 
sophy of a candidate.

crease in orders by some con­ 
sumers has caused steelmen co 
speculate that the s u m m e r 
slack period may be less sev­ 
ere than anticipated last month, 
Steel magazine said today. 
A slow down in the Auto in­ 
dustry has been partly offset 
by a p i c k u p in appliances, 
structural fabricators, railroad 
car builders, machinery manu­ 
facturers and shipbuilders, the 
metalworking weekly reported. 
“ Operations are at the high­ 
est level in l l months,” Steel 
^aid. “ This week’s production 
will exceed the 2,492,000 tons 
produced last week.” 
Operations in Cleveland and 
Youngstown steel mills are up 
while production has leveled aff 
in C i n c i n n a t i , Steel said. 
Youngstown mills are up to 72 
per cent of capacity and dis 
trict production in Cleveland is 
at the highest level since June 
1963. 
Production this month will be 
about l l million tons, highest of 
any month since May 1963, Steel 
said. First half production is ex­ 
pected to be 61.2 million tons

In the building, the Rev. Mr. 
Brown attempted to enroll Lin­ 
da.

This brief sequence was soon 
to go into American legal and 
social history as part of the

U.S. Supreme Court in the case 
of “ Brown vs. Board of Educa­ 
tion.” 
On May 17, 1954—just IO years 
ago—the court ruled that segre­ 
gation m the schools is uncon­ 
stitutional. 
In 1/ states, segregation was 
mandatory. Kansas, New Mex­ 
ico, Arizona and Wyoming had 
laws that permitted, but did not 
require, 
segregated 
schools 
(Wyoming never exercised the 
taws.) 
All this, of course, was beyond 
the understanding of a 9-year- 
old girl Nor did Linda Brown 
understand why her father had 
taken her, that day, to the 
school for white children. 
Today she says, “ My father 
felt strongly for the whole Ne­ 
gro race. And he was upset be­ 
cause I had to go so far to 
school. He felt that we paid 
taxes the same as anyone else 
and there was no reason for this 
inconvenience.” 
Linda Brown’s father could

I. NATIONWIDE PROBLEM 
Segregated public schools had 
oeen a fact of American life for 
a century before Linda Brown’s 
father and other Negro parents 
challenged it in 1951.

Legal precedent collided with 
a new concept of public educa 
tion—and people—in the hear 
ings on “ Brown vs. Board of 
Education.” 
In 1896, the Supreme Court 
had handed down another his­ 
toric decision pertaining to seg 
regation, 
“ Plessy 
vs. 
Fergu 
son.” 
This

involve 
schools It concerned a state law 
requiring that white and Negro 
passengers on railways be car­ 
ried on separate cars. The court 
refused to declare the law un­ 
constitutional. 
Thus, for 58 years, “ separate-1 
but-equal” remained clothed in 
legality. 
The court also referred to 
“ Plessy.” But it said: 
“ We cannot turn the clock

A — You must have VA care 
confused with the Armed Forc­ 
es medical care for families. 
The VA has no program of medi­ 
cal care for wives and children, 
although wives may be hospital­ 
ized by the VA on their own eli­ 
gibility if they are veterans. It 
is p o s s i b l e that a family in 
a disaster such as an automobile 
accident can be taken in by 
VA hospital briefly, as a life­ 
saving measure. If so. responsi­ 
ble members of the family will 
have to pay for the care. 
Q — How can I still be liable 
for my GI home if I have s o l d 
it to another party? 
A — You are not liable for the 
home but for the GI loan which 
was guaranteed by the VA in 
your name. To a v o i d this re­ 
sponsibility, a veteran selling a 
GI home should arrange to have 
the buyer assume the liability, 
This is of c o u r s e , in cases 
where a house is sold and the or­ 
iginal loan is not completely 
paid off. 
Q — As a veteran, I plan to be 
buried in a National Cemetery. 
Can my wife be buried there, 
too? 
A —- She most certainly may. 
Should your 
wife 
die 
before 
you, she may also be buried in a 
national cemetery, provided you 
give written intention that you 
plan to be buried there at the 
time of your death. 
Q — If a veteran has named 
his mother as beneficiary of his 
government insurance, and then 
m arries and has children, will 
his new family or his mother re­ 
ceive the insurance money in 
case he dies? 
A — The VA is required by 
law to pay the insurance pro­ 
ceeds to the designated benefi­ 
ciary. In this care, the insurance 
money would go to the moth­ 
er. 
Q — I understand that my 
daughter, although over 18, may
